A commendation from Gerald 
Ford, President of the United States 
in honor of the memory of Edward P. 
Backs, was received here Saturday 
by Mrs. Angeline Backs, who with 
her husband has bestowed a small 
fortune in gifts on the citizens of 
Placentia. 

The parchment reads: ‘This 
certificate is awarded by a grateful 
nation in recognition of the services 
to our country, of the Armed Forces 
of the United States."’ 

The presidential accolade in 
reference to an elaborate Veterans 
Memorial Fountain, a $150,000 
present from Mr. and Mrs. Backs, 
arrived in time for the positioning of 
four four-foot bronze dolphins atop 
the elaborate fountain. 

In attendance Monday were the 
sculptor, John Edward Svenson of 
Green Valley Lake, California, who 
was commissioned to create the 
dolphins, cast in bronze in Norway. 

The fountain when completed will 
be 15 feet high and 10 feet in 
diameter, with water shooting 
through the dolphins and cascading 
down the three-tiered structure. A 
completion date for the fountain has 
not yet been set, contractor Paul 
Foss said this week. 

Svenson praised the quality of the 
fountain which he described as ‘‘one 
of a kind and unique in this section of 
the United States with an old world 
type of craftsmanship."’

Eighteen Placentia Unified School 
District students will participate in 
the Cityof Placentia Chamber of 
Commerce Student in Government 
Day, to be held May 6. 

Purpose of the program is to 
acquaint high school students with 
local government on a one-to-one 
basis with the city council and staff 
at City Hall. 

Nine students from El Dorado and 
nine from Valencia are scheduled to 
meet their city official counterparts 
at 8:30 a.m. in the City Council 
Chambers at which time they will be 
briefed on their intinerary for the 
day. Included in the event will be 
spending the morning at City Hall. 
lunch as guests of the Chamber, and 
handling an agenda item at the city 
council meeting in the evening. 


With plans firmed and county 
firemen now in training to man the 
special unit, George Ajimine, the 
County-Wide Paramedics Coordina- 
tor said that local hospitals are being 
surveyed to serve both as base and 
receiving hospitals. 

The base hospital could expected- 
ly be St. Jude in Fullerton, already 
approved and now in use by La 
Habra Paramedics. This hospital 
provides 24-hour, around the clock 
doctor-on-the premises service to 
the Paramedics team. 

Present planning has progressed 
to the point where the sliding door 


van, painted red, is now being 
equipped with a comprehensive 
radio communications system, 
similar to that used in police 
vehicles. The six, firemen, needed 
for the two-man teams for around 
the clock service, are now in 
training, Ajimine stated. 

Placentia could be ‘‘hooked onto 
the system™’ on June 15, Ajimine 
advised. The program will operate 
from fire station 10 in Yorba Linda. 

The Placentia City Council has 
already taken a vote to investigate 
the county program but would have

The May 27 bond election will ask 
voters to authorize the Placentia 


Unified School District to sell $20 
million in bonds to finance school 
building needed in the next. five 
years. District officials estimate an 


additional 4,500 students will move 
into the 35-square-mile district in 
that time. Past figures show that 
average growth in the district has 
been more than 1,000 new students 
each vear since 1963. 

Daugherty pointed out that the 
bond authorization will not raise 
local taxes, but will just extend the 
district's indebtedness for an 
additional five years, until 1993. 


The bond issue narrowly missed 
receiving the necessary 66 2/3 per 
cent of the vote to pass in March, 


Daugherty explained. Less than 200 
more ‘‘yes’’ votes would have 
pushed the tally up the additional 
1.4 percentage points needed.

HORSE TALES 


By Joan Johnson 
Since my tavorite horse activity has always been trail 
riding. I'd like to cover some of the rules that make a good 


trail rider - 


one who is always welcome 


on any ride. 


rhere are several general trail riding rules that apply to 
everyone, whether you're just riding around town or have 
tratlered out someplace for a full day in the saddle. For 
instance, it’s quite obvious that when a horseback rider 


goes galloping across somebody's. freshly planted field. 
there's a mighty slim chance that the property owner will 


allow any more riders on his property. 


So do vour best to 


stay on the trail (if there is one) or detour the area if at all 


possible 


If you're riding with a group, maintain the same gait as 


the others. In other words, if evervbody else is going along 
at a nice easy walk, don't pull out of line and go madly 
galloping to the head of the bunch. Most horses really come 


unglued when a running horse comes up from behind and 
passes them. Also, if riding on an organized trail ride. stay 
behind the trail boss and in front of the drag riders. This is 
so you can be helped if you have trouble and also keeps you 


from wandering off the trail in unfamiliar territory 


possibly getting lost. 


and 


Keep your equipment clean and in good repair. It's really 
quite a thrill to have your cinch break when climbing up a 


steep, narrow 


mountain trail! 


If vour horse kicks, tie a red ribbon on his tail. This warns 
the rider behind vou to keep his distance or suffer the 
consequences, It's a good idea not to tailgate. anyway. 

Above all, don't litter! Take yeur trash with you when 


vou leave! 


Always remember that your horse is not a machine and 
that he gets tired too, especially if the terrain is different 
than what he’s used to. If you're climbing steep hills. stop 
every tew hundred feet to let your horse catch his breath. 


Then continue on. 


Most important of all, in my opinion, on a long ride, is 
when and how much you water your horse. Don't come in 
froma long, hot ride and head straight for the water trough 
to let him drink his fill. You might end upewalking a horse 
with colic for half the night if you'do thi€ 1 don't let my 


horses have any 


water at all tor at 


leaSt an hour after 


finishing a hard ride. After that amount of time. they're 
allowed to drink all they want. If you really feel sorry for 
your animal, and he’s not super hot, it’s usually okay to let 
him have just a few swallows when you come in, then wait 
awhile and let him have some more. 

Next week we'll talk about some good trail riding areas.

Little League in Placentia 
California, just celebrated 
its sixth birthday this 
month. And the youngster 
is happy, thriving and doing 
well, 

Thought to be the largest 
league in the United States, 


this year’s effort has 
resulted in the opportunity 
for over a_ thousand 


youngsters to participate in 
organized baseball in a 
giant 72 teams. 

A short six years ago, 
Placentia Little League was 
a driving force especially for 
one man, Steve March, who 
had tried unsuccessfully to 
arrange for his son to play 
baseball. The only league 
available at that time, was 
one in East Fullerton, which 
could not take him because 
he lived beyond the 
boundaries of their charter. 

How does one man start a 
Little League? With a lot of 
friends and a lot of other 
dads whose sons are in the 
same situation of having no 
place to play. 

Little League began as a 
success in Placentia. Open- 
ing Day was April 14, 1969 


after a charter had been 
secured from Williamsport, 
Pennsylvania, headquart- 
ers for all Little Leagues. 
The playing field that year 
was Kraemer Junior High 
School. 

In the first year, there 
were three leagues, con- 
taining 420 boys on ‘24 
teams. Twelve year olds 
down to nine. Eight year 
olds were not accepted. 

The league began with a 
spirit. and philosophy not 
necessarily found in all 
Little League endeavors. 
Something known as the 
two-inning-rule guaranteed 
that every youngster in 
Little League would play in 
every game...not just the 
stars. The rule is still intact 
and faithfully followed by 
all Placentia team man- 
agers. 

Winning became second- 
ary to how the game was 
played and the participation 
of every youngster. 

March was vice president 
of the league its first year 
and a school teacher, Marge 
Santos was first auxiliary

From ”Scratch In The Dust” To 
Modern Facility, League History 


The Great American 
Game it's called--and Yorba 
Linda Little Leaguers strive 
to play it at its best under 
the auspices of the largest 
baseball program in the 
world. From oscure begin- 
nings to the modern local 
organization that meets the 
needs of over 800 boys, the 
Yorba Linda Little League 


has served the sports- 
minded youth of the 
community for over ten 
years. 


The local Little League 
was born out of the orange 
and avocado groves in 1964 
when a handful of parents 


saw the need for ofgafitze® 


baseball. It was chartered 
as the East Orange County 
Little League which ser- 
viced both Placentia and 
Yorba Linda. The Yorba 
Linda School District leased 
some of their land on Valley 
View to the league and 
come spring of 1965, 280 
boys were assigned to 
teams in the Major and, 
Minor program of the Little 
League. They played on two 
fields that were made ready 
by the sweat and toil of 
volunteer parents. 

Then, in 1967, the league 
expanded its program to 
include eight year olds. The 
instructional league, or 
clinic, was formed. Popula- 
tion explosion in the 
once-rural community 
caused a name change to 


Yorba Linda Little League 
in 1970. Boundaries were 
drawn and those living in 
Yorba Linda and parts of 
Anaheim were able to play 
in the local league. In 1971, 
the Senior League and Big 
League came to Yorba 
Linda, completing the 
vision to service youngsters 
from eight to 18. 

Today Yorba Linda Little 
League has over 800 young 
people playing on a Big 
League team, 12 Senior 
League teams, ten Major 
League teams, 12 Minor 
““A’’ and 12 Minor ‘*B”’ 
teams and 412 Clinic 
CORTASNS” FAP by from the 
280 youngsters in 1964. 

Now Yorba Linda Little 
Leaguers are playing on five 
little league fields and one 
lighted Senior League field. 
The league has completed 
the cycle from a scratch in 
the dust ten years ago to a 
complete modern facility in 
1975. 

In 1969 and in 1975, the 
local Little League All-Star 
team won the District 56 
pennants by beating teams 
from Fullerton, Brea, East 
Whittier, La Habra, Nor- 
walk and Placentia. The 
Yorba Linda Senior All-Star 
team did it in 1973. 

But winning games is not 
all Little League is about. 
The Little League pledge 
reads ‘I will trust in God..1 
love my country and will

Problem, Says League President 


Ed Thomas is one official 
of the Yorba Linda Little 
League who is allowed to 
just watch the games each 
Saturday. 

As president of a league 
involving 864 boys on 62 
teams, Thomas’ respon- 
sibilities are primarily 
outside the ballpark. 

Thomas represents the 
league at all city council 
meetings when youth ath- 
letic programs are dis- 
cussed, and presides at 
every meeting of the little 
league or its board of 
directors. He negotiates all 
his league’s contracts with 
outside concerns and repre- 
sents Yorba Linda at all 
little league district meet- 
ings. 

The president casts one 
vote during manager selec- 
tion and is a member of the 


protest committee, which 
arbitrates disputes over 
league rules. 


Along with the player 


agent, Thomas says he 
gets “90% of all the 
complaints and all the 
questions’’ about little 
league. 


Little League is a national 
organization, head-quarter- 
ed in Williamsport, Pen- 
nsylvania, and adminis- 
tered by district. Placentia 
and Yorba Linda are part of 
district 56, and according to 
Thomas, have the same 
problems. We try to attack 
them in similar ways. 

Size, according to 
Thomas, is the main 
problem facing both cities. 
Placentia little league is 
larger than the Yorba Linda 
program and both leagues 
are larger than the other 
leagues in district 56, which 
average 300 to 400 players. 

Both Yorba Linda and 
Placentia have been told to 
split their leagues in 1976. 
National Little League rules 


require the formation of 
additional leagues when a 
city’s population exceeds 
15,000. 

Thomas questins the 
edict from Williamsport. 
**We're saturated now. We 
couldn't form another 
league and use those same 
facilities. The only way we 
could do it is if we could put 
lights on all those fields,"’ 
he said. 

Yorba Linda has some 
lighted fields. The lights 
were installed after the city 
donated $20,000. At that 


time the money’ was 
sufficient to buy the 
hardware, and the labor 


was done by volunteers 
from within the league. 

In search of additional 
space, Thomas and _ his 
board of directors have 
contracted various property 
owners. At this time, 
according to Thomas, there 
is no indication that any

land will be donated, leased 
or sold to the league at a 
price it can afford. Because 
of this, the board of 
directors has decided that 
rather than form = an 
additional league, the 
existing major league teams 
will be segregated into an 
American and a National 
division. The two divisions 
will be entirely separate, 
but will be administered by 
the same board of directors. 


If the proposal is 
approved, Thomas says it 
will give more children the 
opportunity to play major 
league ball, and only the 
major league field would 
need lights. Both divisions 
would use the lighted fields, 
during alternate weeks. 


Thomas is hopeful the 
city council and district 56 
will accept his proposal and 
allow its use for at least 
three years. During that 
time, the little league would 
attempt to acquire addition- 
al playing fields. 


The little league current- 
ly plays on property it has 
leased from the school 
district since 1964. The 
status of the land is in doubt 
while the city decides 
whether to acquire the 
property as a park site. 


Thomas feels that Yorba 
Linda is sorely lacking in 
park and recreation facili- 
ties."’ Although he would 
like to see the little league 
fields acquired by the city. 
he is concerned that his 
league may then not be able 
to use the fields exclusively 
during baseball season. 


Already, the little league 
shares its fields with a 
YMCA adult softball team, 
and may soon be sharing 
with Bob-Etts also. During 
the season each field is used 
four times on Saturday, 
twice on Sunday and every 
weeknight. 
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Tractors--Trucks--Trailers-- 
Tools--Contractors Equipment

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president. Chores were 
divided. Husbands had to 
worry about fields, mana- 
gers and rules. And the 
wives took on the job of 
raising necessary money. 

Mrs. Robert (Jo) Lyons, 
who has been active in the 
league from the beginning, 
recalls that the first years, 
there were no_ snack 
facilities...since, a good 
source of income. 

‘Registration donations 
were only $7 a boy, but it 
was costing about $20 a boy 
to outfit each team.”’ 


‘‘We heard rumors that 
five men put up their homes 
and their cars as collateral 
to raise money so we 
wouldn’t be in debt. By the 
end of the first year they 
had paid back the loan and 
they vowed from then on 
that there would need to be 
some money left at the end 
of the season to start on the 


next year.’’ 
East Fullerton gave used 
equipment, Mrs. Lyons 


recalls. ‘‘It was worn out, 
but we couldn't have gotten 
along without it because we 
couldn’t afford to buy 
new.”’ 

The idea of sponsors for 
each team was launched 
that year, but only ten were 
available, far short of the 
goal. : 

For an opening ceremony 
all the boys from all the 
teams, coaches and mana- 
gers gathered at Bradford 
Stadium at Valencia High 
School and marched around 
the field. 

“‘It was really impressive 
to see all these little kids in 
uniform,’’ Mrs. Lyons 
remembers. ‘‘But we had to 
abandon that because we 
now have over 1,000 kids. 
But it was really impressive 
to see.”’. 

It was in 1969 that the 
league’s annual Pancake 
Breakfast started. 

‘The Pancake Breakfast 
has been one of our big 
money’ makers,’’ Mrs. 
Lyons reports. We've taken 
in as much as $4,000 clear. 
You can only use the boys 
for one fund raising event a 
year. If you have more than 
one, you have to use parents 
to sell the tickets,’’ Mrs. 
Lyons’ explains the 
Williamsport rules. 

“It’s gotten so organized 
that we can now serve 
thousands of people,’’ Mrs. 
Lyons states, ‘‘close to 
3,000. Other leagues and 
other organizations have 
come to us and asked 
us...How do you do 
it?...how do you serve 3,000 
people for breakfast? 

“*The 1969 breakfast was 
a success. That year it took 
five months to get ready for 
a season...now it takes 11 
months,’’ Mrs. Lyons re- 
ports. ‘‘We get August 
off...then a new board takes 
over on September 1."’

In 1972, Bob Bailey was

remembers. 


‘Because of Steve's
